Puniſhinenr, and the Bonds that were upon him, 'he 
comforted himſelt in this, That the Almighty God was 
more powerful than all his Enemies, and would no 
doubr, in his good rime, deliver him our of his Aﬀi- 
Rions, and clear his Innocency to all the World; and 
he ſoon found by Experience that his hope was not in 
vain; for the Keeper obſerving his care and diligence 
Mm all things wherein he employed him, as alſo the 
Comelineſs of his Preſence and Carriage, he freed him 
from his Fetters, and afterward committed to him all 
the Care of the Priſcn, and the other Priſoners.

Now when thoſe years of Plenty which Joſeph had

they ſaid; but Foſtph heard all cheir grieyous complaints, -

They anſwered yea, and bowed themſelves unco him x

Tne Egyptian exclaimed againſt chem, calling 
them, Wicked ad ingratiful men, who-ſorgetting the late be- 
nefits they had rec:ived and the hinantſs end love wherewith 
Joſeph had treated them, were ſo baſe and unworthy, to re- 
. turn him injury for his Courtejie, and te ſteal hu Cup from bin; \ 
- threatning then ſevere puniſhmint for their Thiſt, and twlling 
them that thozgh they might ſor a time deceive the ſervants 
that waited at the Table, yet . they muſt not think. they could 
decaive God and bis Maſter Joſeph : And aſking them, 7f 
they did not thizz they deſerve to ſuffer for this their wich!d - 
| nfs ? With ſuch like Speeches did the Servant of Toſiph 
| ſeem to inſult over them : but they being altogether 
! Ignorant of the Myſtery, boldly told him, 7Th1t they won- 
| dred be ſhould be ſo-rajh and inconfiderate, to accuſe them of 
| Toeft, who were ſo far from it, that they had brough: him the 
| price of their Corn whith they had found m their Sacks, which 
| they might tafity have bent undiſcovertd, fince nont but then
